lewters of October 27 and 28. Chairman 
Khrushchev, ic will be recalied, agreed to 
remove from Cuba all weapons systems ca- 
pable of offensive use, τὸ halt the further 
introduction of such weapons into Cuba, 
and to permit appropriate United Nations 
obser ation and supervision to insure the 
carrying out and continuation of these com- 
mitments. We on our part agreed tnat once 
these adequate arrangements for verification 
had been established we would remove our 
naval quarantine and give assurances against 
an invasion of Cuha. 

The evidence to date indicates that all 
known offensive missile sites in Cuba have 
been dismantled. The missiles and their 
associated equipment have been loaded on 
Soviet ships. And our inspection at sea of 
these departing ships has confirmed that the 
number of missiles reported by the Soviet 
Union as having been brought into Cuba, 
which closely corresponded to our own infor- 
mation, has now teen remaved. In addition, 
the Soviet Government has stated that al. 
nuclear weapons have been withdrawn from 
Cuba and no offensive weapons will be τε: 
introduced. 

Nevertheless, important parts of the under- 
standing of October 27th and 28th remain 
to be carried out. The Cubar Government 
has mot yet permitted the United Nations to 
verify whether all offensive weapons have 
been removed, and no lasung safeguards 
have yet been established against the future 
introduction of offensive weapons back into 
Cuba. 

Consequently, if the Western Hemisphere 
is to continue to be protected against cifen- 
sive weapons, this Government has no choice 
but te pursue its own means of ξ chec| ck: 
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though we are informed that these end othe 
Soviet units were associated with the pro 
tection of offensive weapons systems, and 
will also be withdrawn in due couise. 

I repeac, we would like nothing better 
than adequate international arrangemenis 
for the task of inspection and verification in 
Cuba, and we are prepared to centinue our 
efforts to achieve such arrangements. Until 
that is done, dificult problems remain. As 
for our part, if all offensive weapons systems 
are removed from Cuba and kept out of the 
hemisphere in the future, under adequate 
verification and safeguards, and :f Cuba ts 
not used for the expert of aggressive Com- 
munist purposes, there will be peace in the 
Caribbean. And as {said in September, “we 
shal! neither initiate nor permit aggression 
in this hemisphere.” 

We will not, of course, abandor. the pol:ti- 
cal, economic, and other efforts of this hem:- 
sphere to hait subversion from Cuba nor our 
purpose and hope that the Cuban people 
shal] some day be truly free. But these 
policies are very different from any intent to 
launch a military invasion of the island. 

In short, the record of recent weeks shows 
real progress and we are hopeful that further 
progress can be made. The compuction of 
the commitment on both sides anc the 
achievement of a peacetul solution to the 
Cuban crisis might well open the door to the 
solution of other outstandiag proplems.

Nevertheless, important parts of the understanding cf October 27th 
and 28th still) remain to be carried out.
